Speaks Here 


Dr. George Ear] Raiguel, who has 
interviewed all the leading diplo- 
mats and rulers of Europe and for- 
mer European observer for the Al- 
lies during the World War, will be 
the speaker for the jaysee assem- 
bly next Tuesday, it was learned 
today.
